‘surrender, as St appears lkely they will bo, 
‘owing to thelr inability to escape from elther 
Eritrea or Italian Somaliland by sea, With 
the ejection of the Italians from Abyssinia, a 
process in which the Abyssinians are hearlily 
coroperating, the very temporary Italian Empire 
‘will have been: reduced to. its former propor- 
tons, and the King of Italy will be emperor 
‘only in name. The result of British operations 
thrusting out of the Sudan into Eritrea, and out 
of Kenya into Abyssinia and Italian Somaliland 
hhas had the effect of removing the Italian threat 

unltkely that the 
fo recover, primarily. 
‘Because the only stores available are those ac- 
jcumulated there before Mussolini so rashly en- 
tered the war, With the Briish commanding the 
Red Sea there is no chance whatever of elther 
reinforcements or supplies reaching the Italians 
in north-east Africa, and though the area in 
which they are moving at present is large, they 
are in fact as completely beleaguered as if they 
‘were. confined in a city under slege. Short of 
‘some miraculous change in the situation it 
would seem that the fate of the Italians in that 
theatre of war is scaled, and that ultimate 
collapse. is only a question of time. Emperor 
Halle Selassie's intimation that Ethiopia would 
need .outside assistance and guidance is clear 
indication that ho realizes that the development 
‘of his country will require co-operation from 
other countries, while Mr. Eden's promise that 
this matter should be the subject of inter- 
national agreement at the conclusion of the war 
suggests that Britain is in search of no ex- 
‘lusive rights in the country and that she is 
willing that other nations shall assist in the 
work. What the ultimate fate of Eritrea and 
Ttallan Somaliland will be must remain a matter 
of speculation. While this war is boing fought 
by Great Britain for no purpose of territorial 
aggrandisement, there will be mony who will 
feel that to allow Italy to continue holding such 
footholds adjacent to Ethiopia might be to tempt 
some future Italian leader to repeat Mussolint's 
performances. Whatever is decided in this re- 
spect must be based upon the determination 
that never again shall it be possible for, two 
men to embark upon attempts to expand their 
countries’ holdings at the expense of other 
nations. Tho Mberation of Ethiopia from Italian 
bondage may very well prove to be the first 
step towards the ultimate salvation of Europe, 
tnd the removal of one injustice may very well 
be the prelude to the removal of others. 


























Free Speech 

‘Tho statement by Mr, Alfced Dufl-Cooper, 
the Minister of Information, that ireedom of 
speech must be preserved in’ Britain is another 
Prost of the absolute confidence with whlch 
fhe outcome of the preient war ix regarded by 
the ‘British ‘people, What other belligerent 
Power would ‘permit criticism of the. Govern 
ent over its oficial radio. stations? Yet Mr. 
Duft-Cooper declared that eriliciams of the 
Government ‘ould be permitted over the 
BBC, provided that the opinions expressed 
do. not ‘interfere ‘with the prosecution ‘of the 
‘war, This is a perfectly ressonable proviso, and 
it'can be safeguarded by the privileges hich 
are existent in the House of Commons by

ceffectively disposed of in the supreme leyisla- 
fure of the land, The exigencies of the war 
have ‘naturally made it necessary that.many 
of the usual ibertiey possessed by the British 
People should be. curtailed. There hay been a 
Conscription of labour just as there has been 
4 conseription of men ft for military service. 
Restrictions have ‘been placed upon industry. 
and the trades unions whieh. no-one’ Would 
have believed possible before the outbreak. of 
this critical confict. And the British people 
hhave not sgrumbled—at any rate, not grumbled 
foo" much. The right to” grumble is. s0, Ine 
Umately tied up with the rit of free speech 
that it'can be said that the difference between 
democracy ag it exists today—in an admittedly 
muuch shorn eondition—and_ the. totalitarian 
nations, lies principally in this: that, the de= 
mocracies do not admit that the ruler can do 
no wrong, whereas, the dictatorships declare 
the infalibiity of the ruler to be the Kingpin 
at their credo. Where there Is no free speech, 
there is no reedom. It is useless for the dicta 
tors fo declaro that they know better than 
anyone else what Is good for the peopley under 
their control, The people will not be satisfied 
unless. they ‘can. express thelr own opinions, 
feven it these opinions may tum out. 10. be 
puerite and wrong, No doubt. German. pro- 
‘pagenda will make the most of any’ eriticsma 
‘which may be voiced over the BBC. and in 
the British press concerning the actiony of the 
Government, Doubtless these wil be enlarged 
into definite, spilts'in the unity of the Brilsh 
nation. They are, however, definite proots of 
the contrary. No ation which was doubtful of 
its internat unity’ would permit any’ ertlelsm. 
of its rulers, So long as Britain can champion 
the cause of its erities and grousers, 0 long 
wilt it be obvious that we have nothing to fear 
from internal dissension, Tt Iv the dictatorships 
thot betray. thelr insecurity by thelr muzalin 
of publle opinion, “The. dictators are’ “right 
‘only because they “have thelr secret police 
forced to make mire ‘thot no-one ca openly 
alsagree ‘with them.

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Civil War in China 
Not Expected 


Now York, Feb. 6. 

‘Mr, T. ¥, Soong, head of the Bank 
of China, Yesterday told. Mr, Edga 
‘Mowrer of the “Chicago News” that 

contrary to current American opinion 
the “unfortunate” friction between 
Generalissimo Chiang Kal-shek and 
Chinese Communists would not| 
develop intoa civil war. 

“The “New York Post.” which pub- 
Ushed the copyright interview 
oblained by the *Chieaso News cox- 
‘respondent, sald Mr. Soong dec 
that the fletion would not lead to 
fan open clvil war "so long as the 
war against Japan goes on—whleh 
means until China’ has won,” 

"Mr. Soong, who has been in the 
United States for several months as 
Chungking’s special but unofficial 
representative, today was reported 
ii The Chinese Embassy In| 
‘Washington ennounced that he was' 
confined to bed with grippe, but 
‘added that his illness was not serious, 

‘The Chinese financial expert, 
according to the copyright interview, 
‘admitted that there was a likelihood 
ff continued friction between Chung- 
Tng-and the Chinese Communists. 

"He pointed out that for a decade 
prior fo the Sino-Japanese war, the 
Communists and the Kuomintang 
Party. fought, He denied, however 
that a showdown between the two 
parties sooner or later was inevitable, 

‘“Atter our vietory over Japan you 
may see the Chinese Communtsts be- 
como the radical wing of a lberal 
government,” Mr. Soong sald, accord- 
Ing to the interview. 

‘Mr. Soong was quoted as saying, 
that he did not belleve that at pre- 
gent there were more. than 280,000 
Chinese Communist soldiers, or an 
‘estimated five or ten per cent. of the 
total ‘of the Chingse “Army. “That's 
a generous ‘fgure,” he was reported 
to have said, 

‘Asked by Mr, Mower why Gen. 
nian continues to receive Soviet 
Support in. view of the friction. Mr. 
Soong was quoted as replying, 
“Plecause ‘Moscow recognizes that 
Gen, Chlang controls the bulk of the 
Chinese fighting forces and is the only 
fiving man who ean lead the country 
{in the national resistance.”

country Into two classes: The “lost 
territories" and the “war zones." In 
north China there are two “lost, ter- 
riteries!" which correspond fairly 
closely with what the Japanese, for 
their port, call “occupied: territory, 
and three’ war zones, ay follows: 

‘The first lost territory (Chi-cha)- 
which comprises roughiy the pro: 
vinees of Hopel and Chahar, and a 
small part of northern ‘Honan, and 
Js bounded hy the Great Wall in the 
worth and the Yellow River in the 











south; 
‘The second lost territory (Lu-Su), 
whieh “comprises Shantung and 


Kelangsu and is bounded roughly by 
the Yellow River, the Tientsin-Pukow 
Railway, and the Yangtze. 

‘The fitst war zone, comprises north 
and ‘central Honan and the southern 
part of Shensi; 

‘The second war zone, comprises 
roughly Shansi and the northern half 
of, Shensi, 

‘The eighth war zone, comprises the 
Ordos country, and the provinces of 
Ninghsia and Kansuh. 

Th the first lost territory there are 
no Central Government or provineial 
troops, except on the extreme out 
skirte,’ Tt Is held by Communist 
units, both regular and irregular. 
‘They, are very widespread over the 
\wholé ‘area, ranging from the’ Jehol- 
Hopel border in the nortly to the 
Yellow River in. the south. ‘The 
mountain country to the west of the 
Pelping-Hankow Railwey along whieh 
runs the Hopel-Shansi border is oc- 
cupled by the 16th Army Group (for- 

erly the famous 8h Route Army) 
ander Gen Nich. Jung-hsien, whose 
“headquarters are in the Wutal district 

in Shansi, ‘There are also some ro- 
gular Communist troops on the Jehol 
border. But ‘the rest of the area, 
vspeelaliy the plains of central Hopel, 
are held by irregular Communist 
units, which admit only a very loose 
obedience to the 18th Army Group.

the East. From it ran the great military road 
to Thessalonica, Here it was that Pompey esta 
lished his headquarters after Cassar had 
erossed the Rubicon. 

‘The ill-omened connection between Durazzo 
and the Ttallans is emphasized by the fact 
that Mussolini took his fatal decision at 
Florence to invade Greece on October 24. the 
anniversary of that unhappy date in 1917, 
When the Austro-German forces first broke 
through at Caporetto., Singularly enough he 
Jaunched his ultimatum to Greece on another 
date of bad fortune,—October 28 at the very 
hour almost when’ the: Second and Third 
Talian armies fled in confusion in 1917. In- 
‘deed in the story of the Italian invasion of 
Greece, ancient Greece lives again. If 
Epidamnus was the Sarajevo of the Pelopon- 
nesian war, Coreyra (Corfu) was its Belgium. 
‘The Ttalians in their early advance down the 
‘west coast of Epirus reached the Acheron— 
the river of Woe in the dari realm of Hades. 
Had they gone much further south they 
would have come, just north of Preveza, to 
what remains of Nicopolis, the city of victory 
Tounded by Augustus to celebrate his victory 
over Antony and Cleopatra, and Antony, it 
@will be remembered was’ a Roman who 
dreamed Egyptian dreams, as Mussolini does 
from which these Tonian waters roused him 
to meet the death he dd. 7 

It Is not suggested for one moment that the 
fortes of ancient history are arrayed against 
the legions of Mussolini, but merely that the 
whole region in which he embarked upon 
his adventure holds painful memories for the 
‘old Romons and for the new Italians. But 
fe they are painful to them they are en- 
couraging to the Greeks who are fighting 
over the battlefields with which their origins 
fare so elesely connected, and upon which so 
much legendary bravery was shown. ‘They 
may be safely entrusted with the task of 
seeing that, in this age Durazzo shall 
eventually be but another poin in the Ttallan 
neck, ‘They are going about the work in 
excellent shape, and, given the luck which 
thelr courage should command, should ulti- 
mately inflict upon Mussolini that defeat for 
which he has so rashly asked.

‘This is the question which the world is 
now asking. A great deal is being said in 
‘Tokyo and Rome, seeming to show that deve- 
lopments may be expected in the Far East 
‘and in the Mediterranean, respectively. In 
the meantime, warnings that an invasion of 
the British Isles, or an attempt at such a 
thing, may be expected at any moment are 
pouting forth from leaders of public opinion 
in the United States and Britain. There is 
also a situation in France which is causing 
the’ most confident prognosticators to baulk. 
In the Balkans there is a prospect of a major 
‘cabinet crisis in Bulgaria, which may be 
enough to determine Bulgaria's position in 
this ever-spreading war. In short, there 
seems to be such a general mix-u} bt 
‘edly designed by the ministry headed in Ber- 
lin by Dz, Joseph Goebbels—that no one can 
foretell from day to day what is likely’ 








to happen tomorrow. And it may be con- 
fidently stated that even Dr. Goebbels him- 


self is as much in the dark as anyone he 
‘set out to deceive; for the policy of laying 
smoke screens can be followed by both sides, | 
and even by neutrals, as Joseph Stalin has’ 
already shown. ~ 

‘So far as the probable invasion of Britain 
is concerned, there is the paradox that the 
Germans have announced that they have 
fone million men ready for the attempt, while 
the British have four million men stationed 
behind formidable fortified positions to throw 
them back. It is a maxim of German 
strategy that, for a successful attack upon 
fortified positions, they must have a numeric- 
al or armament superiority of at least two 
to one. It is, therefore, diffcult to believe 
that even Hitier, grea gambler as he is, can 
have any sanguine hopes of success. It may 
be that he will be-quite content to infict a 
colossal amount of damage on Britain at the 
fost of an enormous number of casualties to| 
his own forces. It is, however, so much 
more likely that ‘colossal damage can be in- 
feted upon Britain without running the risk 
of attempting to land an army on Britain's 
Shores, that it seems improbable that the 
Fuchrer will attempt any such thing, with- 
out a much more important motive. “An at- 
tempted invasion will argue that the Nazis 
are in a desperate position, and at the pre- 
sent moment this may be doubted. 

In Italy Signor Mussolini must be a 
position where he is asking himself more 
frequently than anyone else the question 
which is at the head of this article—What 
next? As Mr, Churchill promised, the 
Italian Empire is being torn to shreds, and 
‘Mussolini ‘cai. do nothing about it. He has 
called in the aid of his German allies, and is 
how in’ the position of seeing his country, 
once to have been the centre of a great 
Mediterranean state, degenerating into an- 
other part of German-occupied Europe. 
Against the advice of his general staff, he 
launched out upon a campaign against 
Greece at a season of the year which made 
offensive action in the Balkans at best a 
precarious venture. His forces have been 
heavily defeated. In Aftica, his failure to 
support Marshal Graziani at a time when 
the British defences in‘Egypt were weak, hi 
cost him dear. The whole of Libya may, 
the course of the next few weeks, be lost 10 
the government in Rome. In Abyssinia. the 
British have successfully exploited the rebel- 
ious tendencies of the native population, 
and the prospect is enough to cause human- 
ity to shudder. In Eritrea the Italian forces 
seem to have no other idea, in mind than 
to take sheller behind the mountains which 
biseet the territory. In Italian Somaliland, 
British imperial patrols, drawn from even 
Nigeria, are finding it almost impossible to 
make’ contact with the Italian defenders— 
if such they may be called. The unexpected 
collapse of the Italians on all fronts is al 
most as equally mysterious as the Nazi 
moves in olher parts of the world. 

Tn the Far East there is just as much 
puzzlement. And the question here, possibly 
more urgently than elsewhere, is—What 
next? All over the world there has been 
carefully created an atmosphere of uncer 
tainty, which may be exploited by those who 
know the technique, in whatever direction 
they wish. Tt is. fortunate for the world 
which till loves freedom and which is still 
fighting to preserve everything that the 
Inuman race has been brought up to honour 
and love during the last two thousand years, 
that the defenders of democracy now under- 
stand the Hitlerian technique and can play 
the same game. It is thus probable that the 
uncertainty which undoubtedly exists in 
most of the other chancelleries of the world, 
also exists in Berlin, and that the dictators 
of disorder are now in as much confusion 
themselves as they could ever have wished 
‘theis opponents to be. So much, at least, 
is to be hoped. 


PRESSURE ON FRANCE 


Feb. 7. 
If the report current amongst well-inform- 
ed diplomatic cireles in Washington is true— 
that “M, Pierre Laval lost his post in the 
Petain Cabinet last December, because he had 
‘completed negetiations with the Germans for 
them to use the French fleet, and occupy the 
naval base at Bizerta—it is possible that 
striking developments ‘may “occur soon in 
France, ‘Though it was said, at the. time, 
that the dismissal of M. Laval from the 
Vichy Cabinet was for purely domestic rea- 
sons, it was all along clear that the reason 
for such a drastic action by Marchal Petain 
must have indeed been a weighty one, and 
the prejudicing of Marshal Petain's honour 
by arriving at any such arrangement with 
the Germans would surely be heavy enough. 
It is now reported. that following the enforced 
reconciliation between Marshal Petain and 
M. Laval, Germany insists that the latter 
shall agairr hold office. Whether that will be 
as Foreign Minister, or whether he will 
handle another portfolio remains to be seen, 
but the reentrance of Laval into the Vichy 
Cabinet will amount to a German success. 
Hitler it is reported has informed Vichy 























that “a complete and. radical solution of the 
Franco-German problem must be found and 
| put into effect before the end of February.” 
‘Thus, if Germany is to obtain all that she 
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is reported to demand, she will come into 
the Mediterranean with what remains of the 
French fleet under the control of Vichy, 
based on Bizerta which commands the nar 
rowest portion of that sea between ‘Tunisia 
‘and Sicily. With the Italion navy seeking to 
control the Straits, of Messina, which it. 
should be able to do if it Is still not too coy, 
the scheme would appear to be one aimed 
‘at separating the British forees at the eastern, 
and western ends of the Mediterranean and 
preventing their union when that becomes 
necessary. The Germans would also. then 
be in a position to threaten the convoys 
passing to and fro, obliging the British 
forces in north Africa, and Palestine to de~ 
pend for their supplies on the lengthy sea 
[route vid the Cape of Good Hope, 

‘Such ‘a German attempt would undoubted~ 
ly be met by the British Fleet which is at 
fall times only too anxious to engage the 
enemy, and it is not to be thought for one 
instant that Britain would allow any such 
move without taking very active counter 
measures. It is understood, however, that 
Vichy is Still endeavouring to play for’ time, 
‘and secking to avoid a plain answer to the 
German demands, accepting or rejecting 
them, for it is quite plain that there can be 
no honour in acceding to Hitler's demands. 
‘The world was not impressed when Hitle 
gave his undertaking that the French Navy 
would not be used in this struggle. It simp 
ly did not believe him any more then than 
it does now, and the British Government has 
all along faced the possibility that Vichy 
might be foreed. to surrender the French 
Navy, or see the Armistice denounced and 
the whole of France overrun by the Huns. 

What would follow. then is a matter of 
considerable speculation, Should Hitler go 
too far the possibility of the French continu 
ing their resistance from the French colonial 
Empire is not lightly to be disregarded. That 
would mean that the French fleet would im- 
mediately make for Tunisian and other 
French ports, and with the reentrance of the 
French colonial troops into the struggle the 
position of the Italians in northern Africa 
would become even more precarious than it 
is now. It will be appreciated that Marshal 
Petain is not without pawns in the tragic 
game he is being obliged to play with Hitler. 
Should the latter go too far. and Marshal 
Potain decide to resist there-will be a valu- 
fable accession of fighting strength on the 
side of Great Britain and her Allies, and a 
very considerable contribution to the naval 
forees which would then be: better able to 
counter the enemy's submarine menace. 
Hitler is playing for high stakes, but there 
{ a distinct possibility that he will overreach 
himself, If he does, and Colonial France 
reenters the war it will amount to one of the 
biggest mistakes he has made—and up to 
the present he has made plenty, 

















AN ERROR CORRECTED 
Feb. 7. 


At very long last Colonel Henry Stimson, 
US. War Secretary, has sought to correct 
1 widely held impression, avising from state~ 
ments made by him ina book “The Far 
Eastern Crisis,” that the British Government 
had failed to “go along” with him, when he 
was Secretary of State in 1032, in‘his desive 
fo invoke ihe Nine-Power ‘Treaty whon 
Japan seized Manchuria. Tt was in February 
ff that year that he put forward to the Brit- 
ish Foreign OMfice a proposal for a joint in~ 
vocation of the Nine-Power ‘Treaty, and in 
his book, Col, Stimson wrote: 

“While no explicit refusal to my sugges: 
tion was ever made T finally became con- 
hat the British Government were 
0 join in such a démarch 
‘The facts of the case are well known in 
British diplomatic circles, and have been . 
given wide publicity during the last nine 
years, On receiving the draft of Col. Stim 
Son's proposed joint invocation, the Foreign 
Omfce telephoned to Geneva a paragraph con~ 
taining the non-recognition doctrine, and this 
paragraph was embodied in the declaration 
Issued by the twelve n.embers of the Coun 
cil of the League of Nations on February 16, 
1932, At the same time a written answer 
was handed to the American Embassy for 
transmission to Washington stating that the 
British Government was most anxious to co- 
operate with Ameriea in this matter, and 
that in view of its adherence to this declara~ 
tion, it was hoped that those of the League 
Powers who were signatory of the Nine~ 
Power Treaty might also associate themselves 
in the proposed invocation. 

‘As Sir John Pratt, in’a letter to “The 
“Times” on November 10, 1938 wrote -— 
| | “The Foreign Office, co for from refusing 

to ‘g0 along’ with Mr, Stimson did all they 
could to further his proposal. ‘To obtain the 

feoncurrence of several Governments in a 

particular draft is, however, always 0 cum 

Eersome and’ somolimes “a lengthy process 

It is not in general the kind of procedure 

that’ commends itselt to the State Depart- 

rent, and Me, Slimson preferred to drop the 
dea of a joint invocation and turn his draft 
into the etter from himself to Mr. Borah of 

February 24, 1852." 

In giving evidence before the U.S. Senate 
{Foreign Relations Committee in Washington 
‘on January 29, Col, Stimson in reply to ques~ 
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tions said his book on the subject of the 
British policy vis-i-vis of Manchoukuo had 
been far too widely and sweepingly inter- 
preted as a condemnation of the British Gov- 
ernment, which had made a long, and to 
some extent effective effort resulting in 
Juridical condemnation of Japan by the 
League of Nations. He explained to the 
Committee that he had gone into that point 
now only because Great Britain had so many 
times been mistakenly criticized with his 
apparent authority by people who had not 
read his book, 

Unfortunately the same result comes from 
reading the book, for in it he definitely de~ 
clares his conviction “that the British Gov- 
erment were reluctant to join in such a 
aémarche.” It is quite clear now that what 
the British Government was endeavouring to 
do, and did indeed succeed in doing, was, as 
‘a member of the League of Nations, to per- 
suade the Council and the Assembly of the 
League to take action parallel to that which 
Washington contemplated. It would obvious- 
ly have been incorrect procedure for, it to 
have acted independently of the League, and 
it Is clear that whatever misunderstanding 
arose was due entirely to the fact that Great 
Britain was a member of the League and 
the United States, unfortunately, were not. 
In this connection it needs to be noted that 
when Sir John Simon drafted and proposad 
the League Assembly resolution adopting the 
doctrine of non-recognition, Col. Stimson 
hastened {0 express his pleasure at this 
action, and on August 8, 1932, in a public 
speech pointed out that ‘the refusal of the 
United States alone to recognize the fruits 
of aggression might be of comparatively 
ittle moment {o the aggressor. ‘This vindica~ 
tion of the attitude of the British Govern- 
ment in those days has probably come much 
too late to correct a misunderstanding which 
has had such long currency, but it certainly 
serves to show the correctness of the British 
attitude and the Government's willingness to 
do what it could to co-operate with the 
‘United States Government. 





- COUNCIL AND CRITICISM 





Feb. 8. 
The onnouncement made by Mr. Godfrey 
Phillips, Secretary and Commissioner~ 


General of the Shanghai Municipal Council, 
that it has been decided to appoint a com= 
mittee to investigate the question of unequal 
taxation will be welcomed by those who have 
all along felt that this was a matter which 
required serious attention. The Council has 
acted wisely in selecting for the personnel of 
this committee men who may be regarded as 
expert in the matter, and it is expected that 
they will be able to produce a report for con- 
sideration at the annual meeting of rate- 
payers. ‘That they will have to work swiftly 
to finish their labours in time goes without 
saying, and the result of their work will be 
awaited with considerable interest. It needs 
to be emphasized for the benefit of those who. 
happen to have different ideas as to who 
should or should not be appointed to the 
committee, that the fullest opportunity. will 
be accorded to all who wish to lay their 
views cn the subject of unequal taxation 
before the committee, for what is desired by 
all parties is that the investigation shall be 
5 complete as possible, ensuring that the 
decisions of the committee shall be based on 
all the information available, 

‘Mr. Phillips's perfectly frank talk to the 
local Press doalt with other points beside the 
question of this committee, and the remarks 
he made desorve the earnest consideration 
of the ratepayers, ‘Thus, on the suygested ex- 
tension of the scope of taxation, he stated 
that for years past the Couneil had been ad- 
vised by’ its lawyers that its taxing powers 
tare limited to the collection of wharfage dues, 
Nicene fees, land fax; and rates on buildings. 
It has generally been assumed that this ad: 
viee is correct, and close inspection of the 
Land Reyulations supports that view. ‘That 
in the main is due to the fact that when 
those Regulations were drawn up there were 
few who could foresee the tremendous: de- 
velopment of the place, and certainly none 
who would be expected to anticipate and 
provide against the emergency with which 
this city is now faced. Although it is 
axiomatic, it is nevertheless necessary to re- 
member that no community can hope to exist 
upon taxation unenforceable in the courts, 
and taxes which cannot be justified by the 
Land Regulations will most. certainly. not 
commend themselves to the favourable con~ 
sideration of the judges in Shanghai. That 
contention answers the argument that re- 
venue might be obtained by a tax on income 
from business profits. If the terms of the 
Land Regulations do not,permit of this being 
done, no move in this direction is possible 
without amendment of the regulations, and 
that in existing circumstances must be, ac 
cepted as out of the question, 

On the’ subject of taxing Stock Exchange 
transactions there is a grave danger that 
those favouring this scheme have been 
dazzled by the figures indicating the large 
turnovers which have prevailed for some 
time past. That is not normal, and there is 
no justification for believing that any steady 
ineome from year {o year could be derived 
therefrom. “It is a fuet that in times of 
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of next to nothing, and a budgetting system 
which placed any great reliance upon income 
from such a source would be essentially un- 
sound. 

‘On the subject of the Western Area Special 
Police Force Mr. Phillips sald something 
Which so many of those who so light heartedly 
criticise the Council fail to remember. It is 
perfecty true that the Council has been deal- 
ing with de facto authorities in the environs 
‘of the International Settlement. Its conduct 
would be most reprehensible and lable to the 
severest criticism if it had not, for it is its 
manifest duty to keep orderly conditions 
going for the. millions of Chinese and 
thousands of foreigners in Shanghai. It 
‘would be the height of foolishness to 
follow ony policy founded on the belief: 
that the foreign areas of Shanghai could be 
administered as an enclave completely 
isolated from the surrounding districts, and 
the Council has been adopting a wise course 
when it has sought to cooperate with the 
authorities responsible for the good order of 
the whole area. Tt can with safety be alleged 
that if this policy had not been followed 
conditions here would not only have been 
very much worse than they are now, but 
would in all probability by now ‘have 
reached a state of complete chaos. 








MUSSOLINI’S GAMBLE 
Feb. 8. 


As long ago as the end of November ex- 
pert military opinion in the United States 
‘was to the effect that Italy's position oven 
then was desperate, if not hopeless. ‘The con- 
clusion {9 be drawn from all that has hap- 
pened since then is that it has very con- 
jerably worsened, and to a very great ex- 
tent that has been entirely due to the mis- 
takes made by Mussolini. Major George’ 
Fielding Eliot, in the New York “Herald- 
Tribune,” wrote :— 

Mussolini guessed wrongly when he as~ 
sumed he was entering a short war — the 
only sort of war Italy could have dared to 
venture upon: he guesed wrongly again 
when he gambled upon the ability of his air 
foree to offset British naval command of the 
‘Mediterranean ; he guessed wrongly a third 
time when he’ threw inereasing stakes on a 
losing board in the hope of a quick “prestige 
vielory” over Greece. Whatever Hitler's 
military capacity may be, it is becoming 
plentifully plain that’ his brother dictator 
does not possess any gifls in that direction. 

‘Mussolini's ill-considered offensive against 
Greece has permitted the British Navy and 
Air Foree to occupy bases from which far’

more dangerous, and direct attacks may"be 
directed against Italy herself, against the 


Italian fleet and against Italian lines of com- 
munication than had up to that time been 
possible, while in addition it has brought the 
first defeat on land which the Axis had up 
to that time suffered, 

With the British occupation of Crete, from 
which the Italian Navy and Ait Foree, judg- 
ing from past experience, will be unable to 
drive it, Italian bases in the Dodecanese 
Islands have been neutralized, and British 
control of the #gean Sea definitely estab- 
ished. It is not likely now that that position 
will be reversed, In Albania the past two 
or three weeks have witnessed the Italians 
making an attempt to launeh a counte 
offensive against the Greeks. Attack after 
attack was broken, and it scems now as if 
the Italian command will have: to await 
further reinforcements, and supplies, des- 
patched along the precarious lines of com- 
munication across the Straits of Otranto 
where British and Greck naval and air forces 
can harry them, before making another at- 
tempt to break’ Greek resistance. Jf they 
can do not better then than they have in 
the past, they are doomed to failure and 
ultimate defeat 

Within the last few days it has boon 
alleged by one news agency that the situation 
of the Halians in northern and north-east 
Africa is such that they will ave to abandon 
their positions and with it the Italian 
Empire. That they cannot do. ‘There can 
be no Dunkirk for the Italians in Eritrea or 
Malian Somaliland, nor in Libya. ‘The 
operation which was so efficiently carried 
out by the British was based upon command 
of the sea and local command of the air. 
Italy has neither, while the distances the 
‘evacuated troops would have to be taken by 
sea operates against any such manquvre, 
‘They cunnot escape, and the last phases of 
the British onslaughts on the African con- 
tinent“will most certainly. lead to a general 
surrender, or complete dertruction. 

In north-eastern Africa that is almost a 
foregone conclusion; in Libya it is only a 
degree less sure. This is becoming realized 
in Italy and despite enemy propaganda claims 
‘of student Fascist demonstrations in support 
of the Government, the fact is that the tide 
of discontent is rapidly rising. Mussolini has 
given the Italian people, in a war which the 
masses cordially dislike, nothing but a string 
of reverses. ‘There have been‘no vietories to 
relieve the distress caused by tightened belts, 
thanks to the effectiveness of the British 
blockade. It is because of this that reports 
are current to the effect that the Di Vecchi 
group, which is said to have been opposed 
fo the Greek venture from the very com- 
mencement are now inclined towards trying 

















they will not be allowed to make much head 
way, for any attempt by Italy now to with- 
draw from the conflict will undoubtedly mean 
the occupation of the country by German 
forces. ‘That that would reduce Italy to the 
position of being merely anothior of those 
countries which Germany has overrun, would 
be the very unpalatable fact which Mussolini 
would have to stomach, and that, added to 
what he has already been called upon to 
digest, sl:ould give him very painful food for 
reflection. : 


COL, LINDBERGH 


Feb. 10, 
Colonel C, A, Lindbergh, who has been 
testifying before the U. S,' Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee on the Aid to Demoera- 
Bill, is very clearly not a military ex- 
pert. That he is an intrepid aviator is shown 
‘by his solo flight across:the Atlantic, that he 
is of an inventive turn of mind is clearly 
demonstrated by the part he played in 
helping to invent the mechanical heart, 
But there is nothing whatever in his record 
to suggest that he is in any way particularly 
‘well qualified either as an authority on in 
ternational polities, or on military matters. 
He was not of an “age during the last war 
to have had the opportunity of having any 
personal experience of fighting, and the con- 
clusion to be drawn is that his guesses are 
Probably just as good, and no better than 
any other unqualified man. But as an_ad- 
vorate of the German case against the Brit- 
ish he is of value to the enemy because of 
the one feat in his life which enabled him 
fo capture popular imagination. 

It will be remembered that some years 
ago he made a visit to Germany, was cordi- 
ally welcomed by Hitler and his gang, re- 
ceived a German. decoration, and returned to 
the United States obviously impressed with 
what he saw and what the Germans told 
him. From hat time onward he has ranged 
himself on the German side, and, posing as 
@ good American desirous of Keeping his 
country out of war, preaches lengthy ex- 
hortations to the text that Great Britain 
cannot possibly win, and that the best thing 
for the United States to do is to withhold all 
‘aid with the idea that it would make the 
war mereifully shorter, and lead to a nego~ 
tiated peace. “He bases his argument on the 
belief that the United States are at present 
in no danger, but would be if they were 
drawn into the war. Col, Lindbergh, if he 
really believes what he says, and is not 
actively supporting the German cause for 
Feagons best known {o himself, is apparently 
quite unable to appreciate the meanings of 
words, or to assess the significance of very 
patent facts. ‘There is all the evidence in 
the world that the Nazis have penetrated 
deeply into all strata of American life, in the 
northern as well as the southern hemisphere 
for the purpose of destroying the established 
Governments there, and subjecting all nations 
to Nazi dominance, 

‘That is a fact which has been revealed in 
the course of the investigations of the Dies 
Committee, and to state that the United 
States faces no danger from Germany, is 
either a downright lie on his part, or comes 
from a wilful blindness brought about by his 
slavish admiration of Hiller and all that he 
stands for. The repeated declarations of the 
German leaders that they are out for world 
domination has apparentiy completely failed 
to convince him of that fact, and Col, Lind- 
bergh stands in the position of a man who 
refuses to believe the many confessions of a 
criminal. It is not to be believed for one 
‘moment that he is actuated by any treason 
able designs upon the United States, and it 
‘may be a matter of profound conviction that 
his country stands in no danger from the 
Nazi menace, But it must be pointed out 
‘that if that is indeod his belief, then his com= 
plete inability to recognize facts greatly de- 
‘creases hig credibility as an expert, 

‘That he has become the dupe of Hitler and 

myrmidons has been apparent for some 
time, ‘but his pro-German activities in the 
United States suggest that he is animated 
by a dislike of Britain, which gontrasts 
strongly with the fact that when Ne was i 
trouble from too much publicity in the 
United States it was Great Britain which 
afforded him the asylum, and privacy of 
which he, and his family stood in such great 
need. But there; the winter wind “is not 
s0 unkind as benefits forgot.” Perhaps the 
‘best answer to Col. Lindbergh is the reply 
made at the same session to Senator Pepper 
by another colonel, and that one who knows 
what he is talking about, namely, Col, Robert 
‘McCormick :—"The Germans are not so 
tough, Senator,—I've been up against them.” 
Col, Lindbergh has not; he has been fooled 
by the clever talle of the champagne sales- 
man and his colleagues, and as an expert on 
anything but aviation and, perhaps méchanic- 
al engineering, would in all probability shine 
as a market gardener. 2

are now proving very fruitful. ‘The British 
advances into Eritrea and Abyssinia con~ 
tinued during the week, and already con 
siderable progress has been made, and as in 
the ease of Cyrenaica there is every prospect 
that the Ttalian forees there will meet with 
the same degree of extinction that their 
troops in Libya are experiencing. 

For the moment all eyes will be turned 
towards France, where matters are rapidly. 
approaching @ crisis, if that has not already 
arrived, ‘The German news agency, care~ 
fully quoting an alleged neutral source, states 
that it has actually occurred, but in the 
absence of confirmation that needs to be ac- 
cepted with some reserve. ‘That Hitler is 
‘subjecting Marshal Petain to enormous pres~ 
sure 1s apparent from the fragmentary reports 
to hand of an endeavour to force him to ac~ 
cept a government dominated by Laval and 
his followers, who have been so aptly dubbed 
‘Lavalistes” 'a name which should serve to 
distinguish loyal Frenchmen from those who| 
would further sell their people into slavery. 
‘Phe report that Hitler wants the French 
navy, and a colonial naval base has brought 
forth a declaration from General Weygand 
that France does not intend to give up her 
naval base at Bizerta. ‘That denial does not 
cover the French navy in home ports for 
the obvious reason that General Weygand is 
in no position to control it from where he 
is stationed, 

It would undoubtedly serve Hitler's book 
for the reported revolution to have broken 
out in Vichy, for he would claim it as justify 
ing Gorman occupation of the whole of| 
France. If, however, he goes to that length, 
and Marshal Petain and Admiral Datlan suc~ 
ceed in getting the Fronch navy into colonial 
ports Hitler will have been foiled of his main 
purpose. The re-entrance of the French 
Colonial Empire into the war, with the 
French navy would be the heaviest blow 
struck against Germany since its success in 
France, and would create such a change in 
the naval situation as might almost bring the 
war’ to its turning point. Developments 
which are confidently expected during the 
noxt few days may with very considerable 
certainty be accepted 25 a means of measur 
ing the degree of Hitler's desperation. If he 
fails to secure what he wants he will indeed. 
bbe in a bad position. 




















AN INSPIRED SPEECH 
Feb. 11. 


It fs five months sinee Mr. Winston Chur-| 
chill last made ‘a speech to the Empire and 
the world at large. ‘The interval seems to 
bbe Iong, but he has other and bigger tasks 
than oratory. Yet his address, coming at a 
time when’ Britain is striking heavy ‘blows 
at the weaker party of the Axis, inficting 
defeats upon her and paving the way for 
final victory, cannot but evoke responsive 
vibrations in the hearts of all those proud 
of being British. In the, course of his

Put your confidence in us and all shall 
bbe wells We shall not fall or falter. We shall 
not weaken or tire. Neither sudden shock of 
battle nor long drawn trials of vigilance and 
exertion will bear us down, Give us tools 
‘and. we will finish the Job. 


‘Those sons of the British Empire, who sleep 
in Flanders flelds, sleep soundly. ‘The torch 
thoy threw from falling hands has been 
proudly ccught, and in the splendid words of 
D. L. McBurney, published in “The Noon 
Bulletin” yesterday this generation has kin- 
led it anew at “holy flames from docks and 
streots and spires that turned the skies your 
poppies’ red with sacrificial fires.” Some: 
weeks ago the Germans commenced speculat- 
ing upon the courage with which the people 
of Britain were standing up under the heavy 
blows which the German alr force was deal- 
ing out. . The very fact of that speculation 
was an acknowledgment of the unbreakable’ 
British spirit, but the German explanation, 
typical of the mind which has created 
Naziism, ascribed it to a sort of national 
masochism, a perverted delight in dying. 
‘That is not the case. It is a courage inspired 
with the knowledge of the righteousness of 
the British cause; it is the bravery which 
compels the sons of the Empire to rally to 
ils defence with a song on their lips. Troops| 
such as the Australians, who have been re~ 
Ported as advancing into action to the accom- 
paniment of thelr own singing, come from 
people ready at all times to lay down their 
lives for all that they hold dear, for the| 
traditions of honour, of Jiberty. and of 
Justice. 

That is why Mr. Churchill's various utter- 
‘ances carry with them so much inspiration. 
With experienced fingers he plays upon the| 
harp composed of the hearts of a people, 
so ready, and anxious to respond to the stern 
call fo duly. This latest address of his is| 
no exeeption to the general rule. This 
master of the simple, direct word needs none| 
of the tricks of rhetoric to which the flam-| 
boyant Hitler has such frequent recourse. He 
tells the truth in a way the British like to} 
hear it, plain, unvarnished, unarrayed with 
meretricious gauds and_conceits, which so] 
often trick out the lie. For that ‘reason this 
latest speech of his deserves to be read and 
reread. Its meanings should be bound like] 
a phylactery on the spiritual forehead of! 
every Briton, its lesson instilled into every’ 
British heart. The unanimity of purpose| 
with which this Empire is fighting this great) 
fight, the splendid manner in which the lion’ 
and’ his whelps have responded to the| 
challenge of evil, must in themselves be the| 
inspiration of this great leader of men. He 
in his (urn inspires them as perhaps no other 
living man possibly could.

It is up to the small nations to decide 
whether they prefer enslavement by the 
Nazis or the horrors of war, with the cor- 
tainty of ultimate vietory, in spite of the 
slaughter and suffering which will oceur be- 
fore victory is hailed. 

Mr, Holles has been remarkably frank in 
his admitting the part being played by the 
United States. He makes no bones about 
the fact that President Roosevelt is doing, his 
utmost to put a spoke in the wheel of Hit- 
lot's schemes, He describes a form of activ. 
ity which can be every bit as effective in 
the long run as the free supply of arms to 
those nations which are resisting aggression. 
There are others besides retired American 
colonels who cannot see through a. brick 
wall—who cannot believe that 9 British in- 
vasion of the European continent will be 
any easier than a German invasion of the 
British Isles. But the sapping of confidence 
from within, the steady undermining of na- 
tional moral in the case of the Axis coun-~ 
tries, and the steady building up of this in- 
valuable and. incalculable factor in those 
countries which still remain free from the 
Nazi tyranny, is something the best military 
expert cannot estimate, And there appears 
to be nothing in the law of warfare which

‘The United States Administration has no 
need to consult Congress upon any diploma~ 
tic offensive it may undertake. To lend or 
lease armaments or money, ‘there is the 
necessity for public debate and the airing of 
8 great number of beliefs by minority leaders 
which, though interesting insofar as. thoy 
reflect a certain section of public opinion in 
the United States, have an only limited in= 
fluence on the actions of the Legislature, 
which, after all, bases its decisions upon the 
facts, not the opinions, put before it. The: 
procedure for the discussion of such a bill 
‘as tho “lend or lease bill” lends itself, there- 
fore, to plenty of use by Nazi propagandists, 
They can cite every gloomy predietion as to 
the chances of Great Britain and her Allies as 
proof that the Empire is on its last legs. ‘They 
eed not bother their heads over the quall- 
fications of the predictors, which may be no 
‘better than Colonel Lindbergh's ; but they can 
‘and do make the utmost capital out of state- 
ments such as that Britain cannot win even 
with United States assistance, in spite of the 
fact that such statements are usually quall- 
fied by the acknowledgement that the speale= 
‘er does not see how, say, an invasion of the 
Continent can be successfully launched. There 
is absolutely no reason to suppose that an 
invasion of the Continent is impossible, be- 
‘cause a retired colonel in the American Na- 
tional Guard cannot see how it is to be done. 

There are more kinds of offensives than 
one, as was clearly pointed out in the article 
published in this paper yesterday and writ~ 
ten by Everett R. Holles of the United Press, 
‘who was the only news agency correspondent 
to accompany Mr. Sumner Welles, the Assist- 
‘ant Sceretary of State of the United States, 
in his tour of Europe. Mr. Sumner Welles, 
there can be no doubt, behaved during his 
tour of the Axis countries with all diploma~ 
tic propriety and. engaged ‘in no activities 
which might be interpreted by the govern- 
ments of the countries “he visited as sub- 
versive.

Elevated Platform

speakers other than Messrs. Keswick

Allington went 
to the polls and were lost by a great 
majority, An amendment proposed 
by Mr, Little seconded by Mr. 8.

‘omission of all reference to. dairies 
‘was defeated by a showing of hands, 
no ratepayer having proposed that i 
should go to the polls as in the case 
of the previous amendments, 

‘The popularity of the Councit chair= 
man and the sympathy in which he 
Is being held by the ratepayers were 
evidenced by the loud and sustained 
applause which greeted him when- 
ever he spoke. He appeared un- 
rumlled “and entirely recovered from 
his harrowing experience on the 
afternoon of January 23.

Tt is understood that Mr, Hayashi 
has shown signs of calmness and has 
given unequivocal answers to ques- 
tions during Investigations which 
started on January 25.

We shall be delighted if the Commit- 
tee is able to devise something which

"As you have been good enough to 
come here, T would like to say some- 
thing about a few other matters, 


[Apart from the question of unfair- 


nesses in the present system, a lot of 
people think that the Couneil ought 
to introduce ‘entirely new taxes, 1 
do not want to seem to be opposing 
new ideas but I would like you just 
to think over some of the dimeuities 
Involved, For years the Council has 
been advised by its lawyers that its 
taxing powers are limited to the 
collection of wharfage dues and 
Hence fees, land tax and rates on 
‘buildings, We are quite ready to ask 
the lawyers to think again and see if 
[they can interpret our powers more 
widely; but please remember that no 
tax is'any good that cannot be en- 
forced in the Courts, A municipality 
jeannot exist on taxes which indivi- 
duals can refuse to pay. Therefore 
you have to have taxes which the 
Courts in the Settlement will regard 
fas legally binding, and that is why 
the Couneit cannot go beyond the 
‘gal interpretation of the Land Re- 
ulations 


‘Tax From Business Profits 


Putting aside the legal dimeuities, 
1 suggest that you all give some 
thought to the type of new taxes that 
you will like to see introduced, Many 
people appear to think that the Coun- 
fll, ought to collect a tax on income 
from business profits, Just consider 
how incredibly dimeuit that would be 
In -Shanghai, Again, you must re~ 
member that no tax is fair unless 
Jeverybody pays on the same basis, 
Can you imagine the diMeulty of 
finding out the real income and real 
profits of the various individuals and 
businesses of different nationalities in 
this ety? We should require an army 
of Investigators, accountants, inspec- 
tors, and even then we probably 
should not get at the truth, Also, we 
‘have no rights to insist on inspecting 
the accounts or the books of business 
house 

‘Another popular line of thought is 
fa tax on the Stock Exchange and 
other exchanges. T do not want to 
be misunderstood, and I will say at 
once that the Council would be de- 
lighted If it could obtain, either by 
voluntary gift or compulsory levy, 
‘any reasonable share in the income 
made from stock exchange or other 
similar transactions. But would it 
really be wise to rely on such a tax 
to meet the Council's ordinary ex- 
penditure? What you want, to run o 
municipality, axe taxes that you can 
rely upon. ‘A tax on the Stock Ex- 
change would bring in a lot of in- 
come when business was good: during 
fa slump period it would bring in 
practically nothing. I would there 
fore myself advoedte that if such 
tax was introduced it should be used 
‘only {o meet abnormal and extra ox: 
penditure. 


New Police Force 

Lastly, Just one word about the 
recent agreement made in connection 
with the Western Area Police Force 
‘That agreement is the result of 
months of work, and provides, in my 
belief, the answer to many criticisms 
that have been levelled against the 
Council. Some have wanted the 
Council to take so-ealled direct ac- 
tion against abuses in the Western 
‘Area. “Surely it must be realised 
‘that direct action by the Couneil in 
an area where jurisdiction was dis 
uted would have probably removed 
any hope of reaching an agreement 
‘hich we all hope wilt result in re- 
storing peace and order in the West 
ern District. 1 have noticed, as 
usual, criticisms of an entirely’ dif- 
ferent nature being made about that 
‘agreement.

Government Embarrassed

War” 


Recoriled Broadcast of a Speech by Sir Victor 
Sassoon Given Over XCDN Last Night 


Shanghai, Feb. 6. 


RECORDING of a talk by Sir Victor Sassoon on “India and 





the War” was given over station XCDN last night, many inter- 


esting facts about the internal political state of India being revealed. 
Sir Vietor made the recording before he left Shanghai recently, 


especially for broadcasting. 


‘The main points 


in Gandhi’s pro- 


gramme and agitation for dominion status for India were explaitied 
at some length in the talk, which follows in part:— 


"It is a very dimeult matter for 
people outside to understand what is 
Rong on in India, Reports are na~ 
{urally’ very contradictory, and axis 
propaganda Is emphasizing ‘the arrests 
of prominent Congressmen and trying 
to insinuate that India is today a 
country secthing with unrest and on 
the verge of revolution, 

“Another thing is that even sym- 
pathetic opinion is doubitul whether 
we are not insisting, in spite of our 
protestations to the world of liberal 
Gemoeraey, that India should be held 
tunder Britain's iron rule, So perhaps 
it'would not be amiss if F endeavoured 
to put the real facts in front of you, 
and point out some of the difcultics 
‘whieh the Home Government is mect- 
Ing in trying to solve a very hard 
probler 

“The ‘great diqieully is that the 
political leaders in India are asking 
eategorically for dominion status for 
the whole of India, It is true that 
they are not asking for dominion 
powers to be given today during the 
‘war, because they admit that this is 
not ‘practicable, but they do ask for 
‘the Government to make a declara- 
tion to the effect that they will give 
full dominion powers after the war. 


Greatest Difficulty 


Now comes the Britis 
ment’s great diMeulty, ‘They are 
perfectly prepared to give full 
dominion powers to India, but when 
you go into the question you find: 
{hat each group wants these dominion 
powers in its own favour and refuses 
fo agree to the particular’ form that 
other large seetions of the country 
desire, As a result the British Gov- 
‘ernment has had to qualify its offer 
of full dominion powers with a rider 
that such powers must be agreed to 
by all large communities in the coun 
try and naturally must hold certain 
safeguards, Let me try and explain 
now what the most important divi- 
sions In India want, 

"To begin with, you must not for- 
got that a large part of India is ruled 
{na semi-independent way by various 
Indian Princes, ‘This semi-independ- 
ence ranges ‘from the State of 
Hyderabad, the Nizam of which con- 
siders he ‘is only an ally of Great 
Britain and consequently independent 
In his own country, to the least of the 
small Rajahs, who finds his actions 
very much "elrcumseribed by the 
British resident, All these people of 
the Indian Staies want to be safe- 
uarded against the possible effect on 
thelr status If dominion powers are 
wranted in what is today known as 
British India, Tf that was the only 
dimeulty it would be diMeult enough, 
but even in’ British India there is 
very large difference of opinion, and 
this difference of opinion is. mainly 
between the Musselmen and the 
Hindus, 

‘The ‘speaker went on to explain 
the difference of opinion betwee 
these main sections of the Indian 
community, ‘The Congress, domin- 
ated by Hiridus, is said by the Mussel 
men to have treated them unfairly, 
with the eonsequenee that many 
Musselmen have withdrawn from the 
Congress Party. If British India were 
to be xivon Dominion status along the 
lines desired by ‘the Congress party, 
“That would mean in effect that the 
Congress Party would rule India, 
protected by the British fleet and by 
British bayonets against the external 
enemies of India, and protected ins 
ternally by a police force with power 
to put in jail or concentration camps, 
ny of their political opponents who 
ald not agree with thelr views, 

British Bayonets 

“So this is what the Congress Party 
wants—India to be ruled by Congress 
Government, backed up by British 
bayonets, Also they claim the right 
torinterfere in the Indian States, and 
In the event of the Indian states ob- 
jecting and trouble resulting, then 
‘again British bayonets and’ British 
organization would bo expected to 
help them get their way, 

“That gives you a yeneral picture 
of England's dimeulty, when trying 
to deal equitably with both sides who 
are trying to take advantage of Eng- 
Innd’s difficulties to yet extra political 
power for themselves, T am certain, 
though, thut there is no Indian in 
authority who really supports the 
‘Axis powers; they all want to sce 
Germany beaten, and hope that Ger 
many will be beaten, but many are 








Govern- 






































trying to take advantage of England's 
Aght against Germany, 

“This is the reason why Gandhi's 
new polley appears so illogical, On 
the one hand, he says that nobody 
must do anything to prevent England 
from winning the war against Ger- 
many, nobody must ‘do anything to 
stop this end from being achleved, but 
‘on the other hand he and his foliow~ 
jets ask for the right to go round and 
preach to individuals to try and per- 
suade them not to fight for. England 
nor ‘io earry out any war effort, 


“Untouchability” 


“All Gandhi wants the rank and 
file to do is to keep quiet, encourage 
home spinning and, most’ of all, to 
work for Gandhi's’ great objective, 
the abolition of untouchabitity, And 
that is not the only example ‘of the 
Hlogteality of Gandhi's views, For 
if you look at it in another way, 
presumably Gandhi realizes that when 
fhe claims for his followers the right 
to encourage a refusal to fight or 
work for England he is really doing 
something to the advantage of the 
Breatest crusader in favour of un- 
touchabiilty that the world has ever 
known, For the Germans, have 
publicly boasted that thelr plai—you 
might call it the Crooked Cross 
[Crusade—is to reduce all non-German 
races to tho status of uneducated 
slaves, whose very existence in the 
same ‘community is an insult to the 
superiority of the German race—and 
that Is the same as lo produce a 
world of super men on the one hand 
and untouchables on the other, 

"To come back to the main argu- 
ment, ‘The rank and file cannot ree 
how ‘they are to fght for Congeess 
jan at the same time do nothing to 
hhurt the British cause, and when 1 
tell you that the Viceroy of India 
promised Gandhi that he was pre- 
ared to give Congressmen the same 
rights as we in England give to con~ 
selentious objectors, T think you will 
agree that he went as far as he could, 
He stated, in effect, that “if a man 
does not want to fight or do anything 
in this war, T won't make him, but 
cannot et 'him go round trying to 
persuade other people to follow. his 
views.” What Gandhi expected from 
his now tactles T do not know, but 
do not think that the results have 
beon found very satisfactory for his 
party.” 

‘Sir Victor concluded by slating that 
he sees the beginning of a new ¢ 
in India, when the people will begin 
‘complaining about ‘the Government 
for not organizing the defence of 
India and the manufacture of muni- 
tions on a large scale, He also men- 
tioned the urge felt by many Indians 
to fight against the Nazis, although 
‘L the moment the government can- 
not roerult all who are willing since 
the supply of arms and equipment is 
not sullleient to go round,

Rice Control Measures 
Devised 
‘Shanghai, Feb. 7. 


Conerete measures to ‘curb’ rice 
hoarding, profiteering and  specula- 
tion in the cereal have been sug~ 
gested by the Supplies Sub-Com- 
mittee of the Shanghat Municipal 
‘Council who in turn has passed them 
‘on to its Rice Market Control Com- 
mitlee recommending that the mea~ 
Sures be given a trial, according to 
fan official communiqué issued yester~ 
day. The Council, it was stated, has 
expressed the hope that in the in 
terest of members of the market 
trade and the public, that immediate 
steps be taken by the rice market to 
Introduce and vigorously enforce the 
measures suggested. The measures 
fare as follows:— 

1, That It be made obligatory for 
all wholesale dealers in rice to be 
members of the Market. 

‘2° That registration be made In 
the Market of all reputable rice 
brokers and provision be made by 
the sald broker for a suitable gua~ 
rantee to be furnished, such gua~ 
Tantee to be satisfactory to the Rice 
Gulla, 

‘3. ‘That It be obligatory for all 
merchants to write down all sales in 
thelr books as also on vouchers, 
‘When a. transaction is concluded 
triplicate bills must be furnished, 
to be given to the buyer, one 
‘market management and the 
bbe retained by the seller. Such 
should clearly: state the price, quant- 
Hy, quality, name and. address of 
‘buyer and ‘seller. Books, vouchers 
and the bills to be open for inspec- 
tion by OMeers of the Council 
whenever required. 

4. That —coneentration in the 
‘market of all the local wholesale rice 
transactions be compulsory and the 
‘maintenance of the present minimum 
purchase of ten bags of rice at a 
Hime be enforced. That a deposit 
‘of $5 per bag be required on each 
transaction being concluded and the 
taking of delivery of cargoes within 
5 daye of completion of transaction 
to be strictly enforced, failing which 

‘That the Guild appoint a recogniz~ 
ed Bank to collect the deposits of $5 
per bag and to produce receipts of 
Such deposits for inspection, when 
Fequired, by oMfcers of the Council. 

'3. ‘That the dally posting and pub- 
Ushing of selling prices be strictly 
enforced. 

8. ‘That up to date statistics be 
Kept indicating forward purchases, 
arrivals, sales of rice, ap also stocks, 
storage ‘places, ete, 

‘1. That dealing in cargoes of rice 
which have not yet arrived should 
be restricted to reputable wholesale 
dealers only.”

IL appears to consist of three law- 
yyers, one merchant, and one ac 
Jcountan. 

Exactly why did the Counell con- 
sider that members of the legal pro- 
tession were specially sulted for such 
}2 committee ? 

T notice that the British member 
is reported to be well versed. in 
English vating law. Does this imply. 
thatthe Amerlean and Japanese 
members are not? 

‘Would not any local lawyer tbe in 
4 position to advise on the rating 
laws of his own country? 

Assuming this to be so, what the 
now ig it of value in dealing with the

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S. M. School Fees: 
Protest Against Increase

‘Sim—The Chinese New Year holi- 
days being over, schools are open 
‘again, My four’ children are study- 
ing at the munteipal primary school 
at Sinza Road. Last autumn the 
school fee was Falsed from $9 to $18, 
100 per cent, » increase, But- this 
term it has been raised, to the sur- 
priseeot many parents, from $18 to 
$36, not including miscellaneous fees. 
‘This the school fee has been in- 
creased by 200 per cent. in less than 
twelve months, 

During these hectic days the mer- 
chants have increased’ the price of 
their commodities many times thelr 
original quotations due to the fall in 
the value of the Chinese dollar, But 
as providing education for the chil- 
dren of the ratepayers is one of the: 
cardinal obligations of the Coyneit 
instead of a source of revenue, the 
school fee should not, in my humble 
opinion, be inereaged in the same 
way the merchants have done, While 
aware of the rising maintenance cost 
of the municipal schools one could 
hardly endorse the Council's drastic 
action in increasing the school fee 
by as much as 200 per cent-in a 
short period,

1 would, therefore, suggest that 
sportsmen ‘interested in the protec] 
tion of pheasants and quails, to 
which I would add hares, during the 
mating season, that is, after the ehd 
of February, should take stops to get 
Mr. Witximson’s appeal published in 
‘the local Chinese and Japanese news- 
opers. 

‘This means of dealing with the 
problem of game preservation in this 
‘area, even if it should prove suc- 
cessful, which I doubt, can only be 
looked upon as a temporary measure. 
‘The regulations as promulgated by 
the local J. Garrison Commander 
need drastic modifications if they are 
fo serve local requirements "ade- 
quately. As pointed out by Mn. Wax. 
INSON, a blanket ruling covering all 
game’ (using this term in its widest| 
JSense) and providing an open season. 
for shooting from some time in the 
‘autumn to the middle of April does| 
‘ot fit local conditions, For one thing 
they eliminate two of the best snipe- 
shooting seasons, namely, the late| 
spring season, ‘when pintail and 
‘Swinhoe’s snipe appear in large num~ 
bers in this area on their northward 
migration, and the early autumn, 
when pintall snipe again appear in 
large ‘numbers on their’ return 
journey to the south. On the other 
hhand, they allow the shooting of 
pheasants at times when this is most 
detrimental to these birds, namely, 
in the autumn, when young . birds 
‘are only just able to My and are| 
therefore ‘easy marks, ‘and in the 
spring, when these birds are mating, 
fad many have actually begun breed-

Jing from 100 per cont, to 150 per 
cent, without any complaints being 
lodged or any questions being asked.

He was Trish Open Amateur cham- 
plon three times, four times. winner 
of the St. George's Grand Challenge 
Cup, and holder of scratch medals

rival who challenged his eminence, 
‘This was Harold Hilton, four times 
amateur champion, and there was an 
Interesting, sequel’ in 1927, when’ the| 
championship was played at Hoylake.

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NEW AMERICAN ATTITUDE 
[By SwrimsonsAN 


‘A new stage was reached in the American 
attitude towards the war by the beginning 
of 1941, this being the third stage since the 
war began. To understand the difference 
between these various stages it must first be 
remembered that the Constitution gives the 
Executive branch of the Government, that is 
‘to say the President, certain definite powers 
over forelgn policy, while Congress also was 
alotted certain powers. 


‘When the war broke out, Congress and the 
President both carried out a policy of com- 
plete neutrality. ‘The President, using his 
Constitutfonal and independent authority, 
neted ‘in exactly the same way as the Pre- 
sident performing his funetion as the agent 
of Congress. ‘This stage lasted for about 
six months. ‘The second stage began during 
the German attack on France. In fact, the 
precise date can be given, June 10, the day 
on which the President declared that 
America hoped for a victory of the Democra~ 
ies and would give all the material aid 
possible {0 those who were fighting aggres- 
sion, ‘The President could say this on his 
‘own authority, but nothing he said could 
change the policy of Congress. “Thus, for 
the remainder of the year, one had the 
President as his own master ‘advocating one 
course of action while compelled, as the 
servant of Congress, to carry out an entirely 
different course of action. ‘The Neutrality 
Act remained on the statute books“and the 
President had to enforee its provisions. But 
this did not interfere with his use of his 
‘own independent authority in an un- 
neutral manner. Congress, by statute, was 
impartial; the President was on the side of 
Bngland“and her Allies. 

American assistance could obviously not 
be particularly effective, while the two 
branches of the government were acting at 
cross-purposes. When the new session of 
Congress met, therefore, on January 3, the 

task was begun of swinging it into ’ tine 
with the President. In the frst and the 
last» stnges of ‘American war — policy. 
the two branches of the Government were 
pursuing a common purpose. Only in the 
intermediate period were their objectives 
different. ‘That common purpose, however, 
during the first period was to remain neutral 
‘and during the second period it was to 
check the Axis and (o aid the Allies 








‘The necessity for the transition from the 
second { the third stage arose from the 
fact that the President had come to the end 
of his {ether in using his own powers. Un- 
ess Congress could be swung into line, he 
would no longer be able to assist Britain. 
When the late Lord Lothian arrived back 
from his vacation in London, he declared 
when stepping off the plane that Britain 
was coming to an end of her dollar re- 
sources. ‘There was no way in which the 
President could meet a diMculty of this 
kind, since the power of the purse was 
clearly vested in the Legislative branch of 
the Government, 

Anéther aspect of the new British require- 
ments which differentiated it from previous 
transactions was that there was no way of 
Justifying it on purely commercial grounds. 
‘hat is to say, that if there had been no 
war thore would have been little reason 
from the standpoint of American domestic 
‘economy why money should have been in- 
vested in a foreign Joan. When the British 
‘wore paying for their goods cash down and 
at quite high prices, American business was 
winning profits and American unemployed 
wore being absorbed, but if it were a case 
of lending money, it would be more to 
‘America’s advantage to make a domestic 
Joan oF a relief grant than to make a foreign 
Joan. For the first, time the phrase 
“give full aid to the Allies” was coined 
the action required might have been de- 
scribed as giving aid, 











There were other developments which 
took place about the same time. ‘The Greek 


forces aided by the R.A.P. were rolling back 
the Italian’ invaders, while the Imperial 
Army of the Nile had driven the Talians 
out of Egypt and was pursuing them into 
Libya. This demonstrated that if the Allied 
forees had the proper equipment, they were 
well able to make successful use of it ‘Thus 
it was the Italian entry info the war on 
June 10 which inaugurated the second stage 
of the American altitude towards the war, 
while it was the failure of the Italians to 
carry out their schemes of conquest: which 
contributed {o the transition from stage two 
to stage three. . 

A parallel development was an increasing 
frankness on the part of the Axis spokesmen 
in classifying the United States as one of 
their enemies. Friends of England, such as 
the William Allen White Committee, had 
hammered home for some time the argument 
that if America could not support those who 
were defending the outer bastions in the 
Atlantic and Pacifle Oceans, she herself 
would be in danger. The isolationists had 
protested that this suggestion was fantastic 
since none of the Axis powers would think 





of attacking or thwarting the United States, 
but would be only too willing to enter into 
some arrangement with her. It had become 
increasingly dificult to maintain this point 
of view after the triple Axis treaty had been 
signed in Berlin on September 27. It was 
still more’ difficult after a speech made by 
Herr Hitler at the beginning of December 
in which he lumped Britain and the United 
States together as enemies of the Axis 
world, Two worlds and two philosophies of 
life were in conflict, Hitler’ . maintained— 
one of; these two worlds “must break 25- 
sunder 





Three things were thus being made clear. 
‘The first was that all the Democracies were 
regarded by the Axis powers as enemies. 
‘The United States was not merely an enemy, 
because she was aiding England; she was on 
enemy because of her form of government. 
Whatever the United States might do short. 
of ‘overthrowing her Constitution and est- 
ablishing a totalitarian régime, she would 
still be an enemy of Germany. The second 
was that in Europe and in Asia these de~ 
clared enemies of the United States were 
being held at tay by China, Britain, Greece 
‘and other armed forces. They were proving 
that from the point of view of military skill 
and huinen moral they were perfectly cap- 
able.of holding the outer fortifications of 
democracy. Before her own conscience and 
before history, the United States would 
stand condemned if these outer fortresses 
‘were permitted to fall because the United 
States, baulked by some trivial legal quibble 
‘or some financial taboo, failed. to send the 
‘materials which would have enabled them 
to hold out. The third was that unless 
some change took place in American policy, 
Great Britain would not only be unable’ 
get increased help, but would be unable’ 
to purchase the assistance which she had in 
the past. 





‘The first indication made officially that all 
was not well came ina speech by Mr. 


Knudsen on December 14 in which he de- 
clared flatly: “I consider the defence efforts: 
to date not satisfactory enough to warrant 
hope that everything is all well.” People 
were stiil behaving as though they could 
carry on along the old lines. It was time 
to take stock and “to show the world that 
we can do the thing we have been so wish~ 
fully forecasting the last six months.” One 
of the rosy forecasts was that in January 
1941 the United States would be producing 
1,000 planes a month. ‘The actual figure 
was 700, And so it was all along the line. 

Sceretary Hull had been receiving at the 
State Department reports from London that 
German bombing of British industry was 
reducing British production, while German 
sinking of British ships "was curtailing 
British imports to the danger point. He was 
partly responsible for Mr. Knudsen’s speech 
and had spent much of his time in exhort- 
ing the defence commission and manu- 
facturers themselves to speed up thelr 
production, since the next few months were 
critical. When Mr. Roosevelt returned from 
the Caribbean, Mr. Hull outlined to him the 
dangers which lay immediately ahead. The 
President, with Mr. Hull's words still vivid 
in his memory, told his Warm Springs 
friends that he would be back in March if 
the world still existed then—that is to say, 
the Democratie world to which the United 
States as well as England belonged. 

Meanwhile, Secretary Morgenthau had 
learned from a British financial mission 
headed by Sir Frederick Phillips that unless 
financial assistance of some kind were pro- 
vided, Britain could place no more orders in 
the United States. He informed a Congres- 
sional financial sub-committee of this state 
of affairs and later lunched with the Presid- 
ent and explained the difficulty to him. ‘The 
President then and there authorized Mr. 
Morgenthau to tell the British Treasury 
officials that they could go ahead and place 
their orders without any fear that some way 
would not be found for making payment 
possible, 





‘That afternoon on December 17 the ‘Pre- 
sident outlined to an amazed press confer- 
ence his plan for taking over British orders 
‘and then loaning or leasing them to. the 
British Government. The details and legal 
aspects had not been thought out, but the 
President had evidently decided that since 
speed was essential, there would be no harm 
in giving broad outlines of the plan immedi- 
ately. ‘The expected fight over the repeal of 
the Johnson Act and revision of the Neutral- 
ity Act was avoided. There was no statute 
whieh prevented the President from leasing 
war supplies to Britain. ‘The plan, in the 
President's words, “wiped out the silly dollar 
sign.” There would be no_ post-war irrita- 
tion due to debts and no diMiculty over send- 
ing goods to the United States across the 
igh American tariff barriers. If+ Britain 
were loaned a ship, the United States would 
want a ship back ogain. In place of 
a baiiker’s bargain, there would be a gentle- 
wan’s obligation, as the President phrased 

‘Not only did this new plan avoid dificul- 
ties over future debts, but it east fresh light 
upon old debts. It reminded people that the 











old war debts had been debts for goods and 
that repayment in the form of goods had 
been rendered impossible by American un- 
willingness to receive goods in payment. 


STRAY NOTES 


Feb. 1A friend remarked to mo the other 
Jday that he had seen a great many pheasants in 
the course of a walk, and that they were all, 
or nearly all, cock birds—at the same time 
‘asking me if T could explain this preponderance 
fof male birds: 1 had no explanation to give, 
but in the course of a subsequent walk I 
looked particularly for pheasants and counted 
heads to see how my figures would turn out. 
I was greatly helped by a hard frost which 
enabled me to walk practically straight across 
country, using frozen dams in crossing crecks 
Instead ‘of bridges, and thus keeping well off 
the beaten track: ‘in this way T put up many 
pheasants at close quarters and, in the course 
of an hour, counted fifteen hens and four cocks 
‘a result requiring some reconciliation with 
statement of my friend. And I think the 
following is the explanation. Owing to my 
method of procedure, walking alone, away 
from the beaten paths, I got much nearer to 
the birds and could not make any error: 
whereas when the birds are seen from a dis~ 
tance skimming low over the crops, females 
‘might easily be mistaken by an inexperienced 
observer for males. Also, the male Is for more 
nervous than the female: many times, if the 
birds are not closely “walked uj" the cocks 
will rise alone leaving the hens still in hiding 
swith the result that the cock birds may be 
far" more frequently seen by the casual 
‘observer. It may, in fact, be sald that nature 
hhas made the cock pheasant much more con 
spicuous in every way than the hen: — the 
latter are far more important in carrying on 
the breed, since the males are polygamous and 
ean easily be spared: hence our game laws 
(uch as they are) and the prohibition against 
selling hen pheasants, or even plucked birds, 
in the market....a curious. thought, Indeed, 
that it Is outside the law to shoot a hen pheas- 
ant while men are shooting one another daily, 
anywhere from Shanghai to Addis Ababa rs. 


Feb. 3—A correspondent asks tre to write an 
article on Jack Snipe to settle an argument or 
series of arguments. It seems that “a fallacy 
hhas gained ground....that a Jack Snipe. is a 
big fellow, much heavier than the ordinary 
bird” and that some large fat snipe were sent 
to him deseribed ag Jack Snipe—with all of 
which my correspondent heartily disagrees. The 
names given to various snipe at various times 
and places, by people of various nationalities 
would fill a book, and this is the best explana- 
tion T can give in a short Note. The true Jack 
Snipe (English nomenclature) is the smallest of 
all our snipe: length 71 to 8 inches: Bill 1iin. 
wing 4%in: tail wedge-shaped with 12 pointed 
feathers: weight about 2 o2.: scientific name 
Limnocriptes minima: very seldom seen in 
China. Compare such a little bird to the “large 
fat snipe” such as our Common or Fantail 
Snipe, 10% inches long, weighing 4% ounces 
‘or Swinhoe's (Spring) Snipe, 11% inches lor 
weighing 6 ounces or more, and the distinction 
ig just too easy. But there is a catch which T 
will try to explain, Ameriean sportsmen natur~ 
ally think of their favourite snipe which 
(American nomenclature) Gallinago delicat 
common name Wilson's Snipe, but far better 
known ‘to American shooting men as "Jack 
Snipe"! This snipe is really the same bird as 
our Fantail or Common Snipe, but it is probable 
that many American specimens are larger and 
fatter than ours....nearly 12 inches long and 
possibly weighing @ ounces; hence Americans 
in China, and their many British friends who 
hhave picked the name up from them, will hail 
‘any “large fat snipe” as a Jack Snipe... and 
bbe correct to the extent I have explained above, 
especially if the bird happens to be a Common 
Snipe, because, as I have already stated, that is 
the local equivalent of a Wilson's Snipe, As a 
further matter of interest it is to be noted that, 
whereas the American Wilson's (or Jack) Snipe 
hhas 16 tail feathers our “Eastern edition” of the 
same bird generally has 14: the true Jack Snipe 
32: Fantail 14: Pintail 26: Swinhoe's and 
Solitary 20: this is obviously an Accountant's 
job!-Esw. 


















































Feb. 5.—A surprise awaited me this morning 
when T paid my almost dafly visit to the pond 
which harbours my friends "Mr. & Mrs. 
Podgy” (the Little Grebes). Paddling round 
‘among the reeds were nearly a dozen ducks, 
and T had to make up my mind rapidly as to 
their identity owing to the imminent approach 
of a man with two dogs: they were too large 
for Teal....to0 much white showing for 
Mallard... white upper breast, and “white 
running ‘in a band right down’ the wing, 
very heavy-looking in the. head....what cou 
they be? Just then the dogs appeared and the 
birds Mashed upwards with the speed of a 
Spitfire going after a yellow-nose, flew round 
in a huge cirele which brought them back over 
the pond, and disappeared to the South. The 
heavy-looking heads and the white running 
down the line of the wing had identified them 
fas Shoveler ducks (Spatula elypeata) which 
Styan mentioned years ago as “found sparing~ 
ly in winter.” This fs the first time I have ever 
seen them in Shanghai, and 1 have no. doubt 
a8 to their identity when I look back on the 
little pleture so suddenly disturbed by the 
arrival of the dogs. These ducks have {he 
grotesquely enlarged beak (broad at the tip) 
Which has earned them in America the name 
of “Spoonbill duck": they are freshwater birds 
fand feed mainly on the aquatic creatures to 
be found in sueh water, but they also take 
seeds and other vegetable matter: 1 have 
never heard them discusséd as food in this part 
fof the world, but an Englich writer says, “the 
flesh is said to be superior in favour even to 
that of ‘the famous Canvas-backed duck of 
‘America’: this might be 20, but euch a com- 
parison must depend upon recent feeding: our 
‘Mallard can be just as good as Canvas-back... 
but not if the latter has been feeding in fresh 


























water on its favourite root—the wild celery 
which gives the flesh its spiey flivour. Even 
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ALONG THE HIGHWAYS 


Feb: 1—A glass-enclosed Verandah, facing 
south, may not be one of the best places in the 
hhouse to rest ini during the Summer ; but It is, 
‘a most useful place during the Winter, especl~ 
‘lly on sunny days like those wé are now en- 
joying. We were in one today: it was com= 
fortably warm, even with a few windows open. 
It was used-as a conservatory and we were 
‘amazed to find so many interesting plants in 
the place: st was a real Winter garden, Sweot 
eas, growing in very shallow pans were pro 
ducing an abundance of bloom ; the plants were 
growing in about six inches of soll. Gor 
anlums were very conspicuous as they always 
are, while many’ plants of the Transvaal Dalsy 
(Gerbera jamesonil) were noticed sending forth 
their handsome orange-red ‘flowers. A few 
plants of Solanum Capsteastrum, that native of 
Brazil that helps us with our’ Christmas de~ 
corations, were still looking most attractive with 
their searlet berries. Poinseltios were also in 
‘evidence and another member of the same 
family, the Crown of Thorns (Euphorbia spten- 
dens) 'was keeping the plants company. ‘This 
plant, with iis thick stems covered with stout 
spine’, is a native of Madagascar and it flowers 
the whole year round: the two red bracts sur= 
Founding the flowers are most striking even if 
the plants themselves have not many admirers. 
There were a few Camellias fo be scon and also 
some ornamental cabbages. We also noticed 
calla lilies, various begonias and some beautiful 
azaleas in flower: several plants of the spine 
Jess flat~stemmed cacti (Epiphylium) in. full 
flower, were hanging from the fof, while a 
fine specimen Opuntia was In a prominent place 
fon the Moor: this member of the cacti family 
is liked for its unique appearance; but its 
spines and bristles render it dimeult to handle 
There were carnations In flower in pots and 
what we thought the most beautiful plant of all 
=a brick-red bougainvillea. This plant is prob 
ably Bougainvillea spectabitis var, lateritia; it 
‘was in full “bloom” and it is one of the most 
showy bougninvilleas we have ever seen. 




















Feb. 4—We noticed a clump of the “Cloth of 
Gold" ‘crocus (Crocus susianus) in flower 
yesterday: it was the frst we have seen this 
Year and we were pleased to see this “poor 
man’s bulb” once more with us. The erocus 
received its common name years ago when peo 
ple were able to purchase bulbs at six for a 
Penny: times have changed; but the erocus is 
still a great favourite for naturalizing in lawns 
or for pot cultivation, We remember seeing 
large green houses in England full of crocus 
bulbs planted in pols ready for Woolworth's 
counters in the Autumn, from where they would 
find thelr way. into the windows of many col 
tages to bloom when the sun was shining. The 
crocus is a courageous plant to send forth its 
lowers and grass-like foliage so early in the 
year; but “green” wi re ate 
experiencing, induce the corms to start early 
into growth and once they’ have started, there 
4s no turning back. We hope, therefore, that we 
shall not have any more heavy frosts this sen= 
son, We like to look upon the crocus as the 
harbinger of Spring and it seldom disappoints 
Us although the Winter Jasmine Jasminum 
nudiforum) generally provides us with a mi 
of bloom before crocus flowers open. However, 
this jasmine is a Winter-fowering plant and 
unless it has the shelter of a wall, its flowers 
are often damaged by frosts. Another plant that 
We have recently noticed blooming is the bush 
hhoney-suckle (Lonicera M'spida), This plant 
‘always produces its axillary flowers in pales 
and the subsoquent berries have characteristics 
similar

Deadly Bombs Made 


Berlin, Fob, 6. 

A new kind of explosive bomb and 
‘a new kind of incendiary bomb have 
been developed by German munition 
experts, semi-official German sources 
‘sald yesterday. 

The new explosive was named 
“Black Bomb" and was designed 
specially for use against industrial 
plants, sald reports. In contrast. 10 
ordinary explosive bombs with thick, 
‘metal casings, the “Black Bomb" has 
‘an extremely thin easing, fashioned 
from a kind of light metal and piack= 
ed with a correspondingly higher per~ 
centage of exposive materials. 

‘The splinter action of the now 
bomb ig thus reduced and does not 
ply the same role as in ordinary 
‘bombs but it has an extraordinarily 
high destructive ‘concussion force 
which is produced with the bomb's 
Impact, and covers a large area, it 
‘was said, 


Faster, Production 


Because of the low conient of ste! 
and iron in the bomb, it can be 
manufactured more quickly, produc 
tion time being decreased ‘as much 
ag 80 per cent,, said reliable sources. 

‘The’ new incendiary bomb we 
named “UFP" or Universal-feuer- 
packung.” Tt is packed with a varie~ 
fy of explosive and incendiary sub- 
stances which, said reliable sources, 
Insure outbreak of widespread fires 
‘with almost 100 per cent, certainty, 

‘All attempts to extinguish the new 
type of incendiary bomb have been 
unsuccessful, it was sald. Although 
ofl and thermite incendiary bombs 
‘can be extinguished with foam, sand 
or similar agents, when applied to 
the UFP they produce a chemical 
Feaction which results In an explo- 
sion with further incendiary action, 
it was sald. 


‘Tremendous Heat 


‘The average temperature reached 
by the new incendiary bomb was

Navy Heavily Shells Genoa 





Renown, Malaya, Ark Royal Take’ Part in 
Bombardment ; Pisa and Leghorn Bombea 


London, Feb. 10. 


HE Royal Navy yesterday unleashed at dawn the war's most 
tremendous naval bombardment of a port when heavy and 


light units of the Mediterranean 


Fleet sent over 300 tons of shells 


crashing into the great port of Genoa, important historic fourth city 


of Italy. 


‘Naval aircraft at the same time aimed high-explosive and in- 
cendiary bombs on military objectives in Pisa, famous for its lean- 


ing tower, and attacked one of 
‘Leghorn—t 





the largest oil plants in Ttaly in 


the front door of the Italian Fleet. 


‘All this was achieved for the loss of only one Swordfish aircraft, 
while two Italian planes were shot down, The bombardment was 


ever more successful than was at

‘The forces which participated in 
the daring raid were under the com- 
mand of Vice-Admiral Sir James 
Somerville and consisted of the $2,000- 
ton battle eruiser Renown, the 31,100- 
ton battleship Malaya, thie aireratt- 
carrier Ark Royal and the 9,100-ten, 
erulser Shemeld, with light forces in 
company. 

‘The following results were ob 
served, states the communique:

This} 
railway junetion is in an, intersection 
of the east coast railway from Genoa 
to Rome and the south, one of the 
‘most important railway routes, 
across the peninsula from Leghorn, 
to Bologna ‘and Veniee.

Fleeing Italians Bombed 


A communique issued by the RAF., 
reporting ‘on the bombing of thd, 
fleeing Talians, states that a camp 
near anghil, south of Lake Tana, 
was attacked and damaged. while 
landing grounds at Dessie were also 
raided, bombs falling among hangars.

Eleven prisoners were captured 
from a Caproni shot down near Dif, 
and it is confirmed that one other 
enemy plane was also destroyed dur 
ing that engagement.

Prime Minister Says Britain Needs American 
Materials But Does Not Require U.S. Army 


London, Feb. 10. 


INSHAKBABLE faith and confidence in a final British victory 


was expressed by the Prime 


‘Minister, Mr. Winston Churchill, 


in an inspiring speech broadcast to the nation and Empire last 
night, in the course of which he renewed his appeal for more 
material aid from the United States. 


“Put your confidence in us. 


Give us your. faith and your 


blessing, and under Providence, all will be well. We shall neither 


fail nor falter, we shall not weaken or tire. 


Neither the sudden 


shock of battle nor the Iong-drawn trials of vigilance and exertion 
will wear us down, Give us tools and we shall finish it.” 

‘This, Mr. Churchill told his millions of listeners, was the reply 
he was going to send, in their name, to the letter of introduction 
to him given by President Roosevelt, “this great man and thrice 
chosen ‘head of a nation of 130,000,000,” to Mr, Wendell Willkie, 


Britain, the Premier declared, did 
not require armies from the United 
States, but only war material and 
supplies, 

‘The Prime Minister vrged the Bal- 
kan peoples to stand together. If 
they stood and acted together, assist~ 
ed by Britain and Turkey, he declar~ 
fed, it would be many months before 
the German alr force could be as: 
sembled

Our navy ‘is more 
powerful and our flotillas more 
numerous, We are far stronger, ac- 
tually and relatively, in the alr above 
these islands than when our fight- 
‘ers beat off and beat down the Nazi 
ftlack last autumn. Our army is 
‘more numerous, ‘more mobile, far 
better equipped and trained than in 
September, and still more than in 
July, and’ T have great confidence 
in our Commander-in-Chief and iri 
generals of proved ability who, 
Under him, quard the different quart- 
ers of our Jand. 

“Most of all T put my faith in the 
simple effective resolve to conquer 
for die which will animate. nearly 
4,000.00 Britons with serviceable 
‘weapons in thelr hands. 

“It is mot an easy military opera~ 
tion to invade an island like Great 
Britain without command of the sea 
and air, and then to face what will 
be walling for the invader, but T 
must give one word of caution. 
Next to cowardice and : treachery, 
fover-confidence leading to neglect 
and slothfulness is the worst erime.” 


Had To Think Again 


A Nozi invasion of Britain last 
‘autumn would have been more or 
eso an improvised affair, sald Mr. 
Churchill, Hitler took it! more oF 
jess for granted when France sur 
Tendered that Britain should give in 
too, but Britain did not and he had 
to think again, 

‘An invasion now would be sup 
ported by much more equipment and 
Spparatus, all planned and manufac: 
tured during the winter. Britain 
must be prepared to moet gas attacks, 
parachute attacks and glider attacks. 

‘The Prime Minister emphasized 
that to win the war Hitler must de- 
stroy Britain, “He may carry the 
sword info the Balkan slates, tear 
great provinces out of Russia, and 
even march to the gate of India. 
‘He may spread his cause more widely 
throughout Europe and Asla,"but it 
will not avert his doom. With every 
month that passes, many proud and 
‘once happy countries he is now hold- 
ing down by brute force and vile 
intrigues are learning to hate the 
treacherous yoke of the Nazi as 
nothing has ever been hated so 
flercely ond wisely among men ber 

ore.

“It has now been proved to the 
admiration of the world and our 
frlends in the United States that this 
form of blackmail by murder and 
terrorism, so far from weakening the 
spirit of the British nation, has only 
‘aroused it to a more intense univ 
fal flame than wag seen ever before 
in any modern communtty.

have brought "us out of the valley 
of the shadow of death, so that we 
can hold up our heads ‘and face the 
future boldly os indeed we do.

‘The food eaten in Greece is partly 
Jgoverned by religion, as the number 
of days on which no meat, eggs, and 
milk are eaten total 200 per annum. 
Th some districts the peasants eat 
‘meat only once or twice a week; in 
lothers, only a few times a year, “On 
feast days it is the custom to roast 
Ja whole lamb on the spit, 

Of the meat eaten, mutton and 
veal have precedence, then comes 
chicken. Pork is eaten only during 
the winter months, Beet is hardly 
ever eaten by the Greeks, as they do 
not dream of killing an animal os 
useful as the ox, Oxen are killed 
only when they are too old for 
agricultural purposes, and by that 
time they are very lean and tough. 


Pitasts 
Greek ‘cooking for centuries has 
been influenced by Turkish cooking, 
Jand the Greek pilafts (savoury rice) 
fare still very similar to those of 
Turkey. 
Rice dishes are very popular, and 








frying a cup of rice in a 
lor oll for elght minutes. Strong 
‘stock, salt, pepper, and chopped 
tomaices are then gradually added to 
the riee, and It is simmered for about 
25 minutes, When properly cooked, 
the rice should be just moist, and 
jeach grain should be detached, Often 
small pieces of mutton, previously 
browned, are mixed in with the rice 
15 minuies before serving.
